WASHINGTON. April 24.—(/)— 
The industrial worker's pay check for 
March this yea was descri by Sec- 
retary Perkins today as more than a 
fourth larger than the one he received 
in March, 1933. 

She said a study by the bureau of 
labor statjstics showed that per capita 
earnings of workers in all industries 
reporting to the labor department in- 
creased * cent in March, 1934. 
compared with the same month a year 
ago. 

Per capita average earnings report- 
ed for March in a number of indus- 
tries included: 325.70 per week in 
the automobile industry, $21.83 in 
millinery, $20.26 in the iron and steel 
industry and $18.83 in the boot and 
shoe industry. 

In bituminous coal mining the aver- 
age earnings were placed at $19.44, 
or 66.7 per cent more than a year ago.

Huge Federal Bank Cash 
Reserves. 


WASHINGTON, April 24.0 
An unprecedented volume of bank 


cash, reserves was stressed by the fed- 
eral reserve board today as “a factor 
favorable to business recovery“ but 
new authority was asked to preyent 
its use “in producing speculative. in- 
flations.” 

The hoard’s statement in its month- 
ly review emphasized that surplus re- 
serves of its member hanks reached 
$1,506,000,000 above legal require 
ments at the end of. March. ater 
figures have pushed excess reserves 
past $1,600,000,000. 

To illustrate the importance of the | 
figures, Governor Eugene Black said 
a billion in excess reserves meant a 
possible credit extension of 10 to 
15 billions without having to resart 
to borrowing at the federal reserve 
banks.“ 

“How soon these idle reserves will 
begin to be utilized and how rapid 
their absorption will be, will depend 
upon the progress of economic recov- 
ery,” the board said. “It also re- 
mains for the future to determine 
what proportion of the. excess reserve 
will be used when business activity 
will have attained a normal volume. 

“It would appear on the basis of 
past experience that the existing vol- 
ume of excess reserves is far in ex- 
cess of probable business needs and 
that it is not likely that these ex- 
cess reserves will be entirely absorbed

Breathing commenced and Lazarus 
had been brought back from the dead.

“His condition was similar to that 
of a person rendered unconscious by 
shock or a blow on the head.“ said Dr. 
Cornish. “His heart was beating rap- 
idly under the stimulus and the blood 
pressure was low, conditions which

CODE FOR BARBERS 


President Roosevelt has approved 
the code for n an outline of 
which was received Tuesday by state 
NRA headquarters’ in Atlanta. 

The code provides for a 48-hour 
week, and 52 hours for one chair 
shops. Owners and executives are 
limited as to barber work, but may 
do other work around the shop after 
hours. 

Minimum wages will range from 
$17 to $12. Manieurists are to get 
half of the fees, their minimum earn- 
ings ranging from $5.50 to $8.50. In 
Atlanta the minimum wage for bar- 
bers will be $15, and for bootblacks 
and manicurists $7.50.

lf prohibition lessened the sale 
and consumption of liquor there 
would be no valid reason for sug- 
gesting that some other method of 
increasing temperance be tried, but 
if ever anything was clearly dem- 
onstrated it is that the effort to 
stop drinking by law has brought 
about just the opposite result. 


In addition, it has created a new 
and powerful criminal class, who 
corrupt not only the law enforce- 
ment agencies but extend their de- 
structive influences even into the 
courts. 


Not even in the so-called ‘‘wide- 
open“ days in Georgia, when hun- 
dreds of saloons existed in the 
cities and every small town had its 
grog shop, has drinking been as 
prevalent as it is now. Then liquor 
sales were limited to stores oper- 
ated under rigid restrictive laws. 
Now the kitchens and closets of a 
distressingly large pet cent of our 
homes have become impromptu 
bars, from which poisonous con- 
coctions are served to guests on 
occasions of every sort. 

The days of the open bar are 
gone forever, but there undoubted- 
ly is some better way than by pro- 
hibition to work towards temper- 
ance and to fight the activities of 
the moonshiner and the bootlegger. 

It is a problem that must be 
attacked sanely and calmly, and 
without prejudice or rancor, if the 
best way to eliminate the evils now 
existing is to be discovered. The 
action of the Tattnall grand jury 
is a real service not only to the 
people of that county, but to the 
state as a whole, in pointing out 
the necessity for action of some 
sort to remedy conditions that have 
grown intolerable.

‘ ENCOURAGING CRIME. 


News items Tuesday in reports of 
court cases in Mississippi and Texas 
illustrate the extent to which crime 
finds encouragement in the defects 
of legal procedure, 

In Jackson, Miss., a negro con- 
victed of rape three years ago had 
the sentence of death imposed 
upon him for the seventh time. 
For this long period he has, through 
recourse to legal technicalities and 
gubernatorial action, been able to 
escape punishment. ~ 

It is not surprising that with the 
courts offering such opportunity to 
postpone, and, in many instances, 
to escape, punishment that lynch- 
ing occurs as frequently as it is. 

A report from Crockett, Texas, 
tells of the cold-blooded killing of 
a prisoner in a courtroom by the 
nephew of the man for whose mur- 
der he was being tried, and the 
release of the slayer under a $1,000 
bond. 

When the courts themselves view 
the taking of life in so light a man- 
ner, there can be no wonder that 
the homicide record of the average 
American city is higher each year 
than in Great Britain and Canada 
combined. 

Our judges and juric«s are not to 
blame. They invariably exert every 
effort to quickly and justly punish 
those guilty of committting of- 
fenses against the public weal. The 
trouble lies in the technicalities of 
the law that make, in most in- 
stances, the finding of a sentence 
of guilty only the start of a long- 
drawn-out fight by the lawyers of 
the guilty man to save their client 
from his just punishment. 

Several of the states have within 
the past few years rewritten their 
laws governing court procedure, 
eliminating, to a great extent, the 
technicalities responsible for the in- 
excusable delays that mark the 
course of the average case through 
the courts. Most of the states, de- 
spite the efforts of the national and 
local bar associations, have failed 
to effect these imperatively needed 
reforms. 

In that failure lies the responsi- 
bility for the prevalence of crime 
within their borders and the diffi- 
culty of extending punishment to 
law-breakers,

REACTION A seasonal reaction from our present peak is due 
within the next 30 days. Steel and automobiles 
are holding up unexpectedly well, but textiles are showing some 
signs of slipping. 
The automobile output for April probably will be around 400,- 
000 cars, which is 50,000 better than March. No one can say what 
May will bring because production schedules are being held as near 
as possible to demand. 

The government guessers may be somewhat optimistic, but they 
believe that the recent wage increases in steel, automobiles, coal, 
and some other industries helped at least 1,500,000 workers. 

That is why department store sales are running 35 per cent to 
40 per cent above last year in dollar volume.

PRICES Despite all the price boosts in steel, automobiles, de- 
partment store merchandise, building materials, etc., 
the general price level of the country has. not changed materially 
since President Roosevelt devalued the dollar. It fluctuated around 
71 per cent of the 1926 level from last September to January. 
Upon devaluation, it ran up to a high of 73.8, but is now back to 
73.3.

New Deal Evolution, Not Revolution, 


Says Roosevelt in 


Answer to Critics 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—(UP) < 


President Roosevelt today answered 
Dr. William A. Wirt and other critics 
of his administration with a declara- 
tion that the new deal is a program 
of “evolution” and not “revolution.” 

The president did not mention di- 


rectly Wirt and others who have ac- 
cused administration officials of plot- 
ting revolution, but his references to 
them were made plain in an extem- 
poraneous address at an exhibition in 
connection with the federal subsist- 
ence homestead projects. Wirt has de- 
nounced these projects as com- 
munistic.” 

“Where there is talk of revolution 
in this country,.“ Mr. Roosevelt said, 
“vou tell that person who mentioned 
revolution that there is one too many 
letters in that word and it should be 
‘evolution.’ ” 

Lauding the homestead system as 
one of the administration’s foremost 
achievements in helping depression- 
stricken families to gain a fresh start 
in life, Mr. Roosevelt took occasion 
also to deny charges that the pro- 
gram contemplated “regimentation” of 
great numbers of people. 

“There is no regimentation,” the 
president said. We are not going to 
take people by force from one com- 
munity and put them in another.” 

In the long run, he said, the sub- 
sistence homesteads will cost the gov- 
ernment less than it would cost to 
keep these families on direct relief. 

“We will work out a system for 
those families, brain trust or other- 
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22 in an effort to find new things 


for communities to do,” he said. 

Elaborating on the idea that the 
new deal represents an evolutionary 
program of recovery and reform, Mr. 
Roosevelt conceded that some of the 
administration’s many experiments 
undoubtedly will not prove practi- 
cable. 

We have got to discover the right 
and wrong way,” he said.

Dickens organized in 1858 a 
company of his literary and artistic 
friends to produce Wilkie Collins’ 
play, The Frozen Deep,“ for a 
fund in benefit of the family of 
Douglas Jerrold, left in want at his 
death.

Mamie, played parts, but when the 
company went on tour he engaged 
two young professional actresses 
in their places. One of these was 
Miss Ellen Ternan, in whom he 
took an especial interest. 

When the final performances of 
“The Frozen Deep” were given, 
Dickens was disconsolate, It had 
ail been so delightful to him, ap- 
plause at his acting, the excitement 
of traveling, the company of gay, 
light-hearted people, the freedom 
from domestic troubles, a relief 
from the hated relatives always 
present in his home, his house full 
of growing children who, although 
he loved them all, forced him to 
see that he was no longer young, 


no longer really eligible to asso-’ 


ciate with young and pretty ac- 
tresses, except as an elderly player 
on the stage. 

To his boon companion, Wilkie 
Collins, he wrote: 

“The domestic unhappiness re- 
mains so strong upon me that | 
can't write and (waking) cannot 
rest one minute. I have never 
known a moment’s peace or con- 
tent since the last night of ‘The 
Frozen Deep.“ 

This may sound childish, but it 
was Serious to Dickens. There was 
much more to follow.

BLACK DENIES PLANES 
IN LOW BIDS UNSAFE 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—(/)— 
The charge by. Senator Austin, re 
publican, Vermont, in the senate to- 
day that some of the low bids for 
temporary air mail contracts were 
made by companies which planned to 
use unsafe equipment brought an im- 
mediate dissent from Senator Black, 
democrat, Alabama, 

The low bidder on the Washington- 
Detroit route, Austin said during de- 
bate on air mail legislation, is using 
planes discarded by the former con- 
tract holder on the line. 

“By taking planes off the junk 
heap,” he said, “lines can naturally 
underbid.” 

Black, head of the special senate 
committee which investigated the air 
mail, replied by placing figures in the 
record which he said showed that the 
air mail, om the basis of the new 
bids, would be carried far cheaper 
than the rate under the contracts 
that were canceled. 

“Not only that,” he said, “but it 
will be in safer planes, with more 
rigid requirements and with greater 
speed.” 

The average cost per airplane mile 
when the contracts were canceled, he 
said, was 37 cents a mile but that 
under the bids submitted to the post- 
office department last week the av- 
erage was only 28 cents. 

The postoffice is expected to an- 
nounce temporary awards on 21 routes 
this week.

COLON, C. Z., April 24.—(P)— 
The huge task of a rush delivery of 
America’s sea fighting forces from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic neared comple- 
tion late today. 

Although the goal of speeding the 
111 craft—battleships, cruisers, de- 
stroyers and airplane carrier—through 
the Panama Canal within 24 hours 
was not achieved, the movement was 
marked by clockwork efficiency. 

Not a single accident was reported 
as the unprecedented number of ves- 
sels rode through the locks, guarded 
by soldiers and airplanes, as dis- 
patchers and pilots worked feverishly. 

Seven thousand jubilant sailors this 
afternoon swarmed into the small 
cities of Cristobal and Colon, on a 
deferred leave after their ships had 
anchored at the Atlantic end of the 
canal. 

Shore patrols from the ships aug- 
mented the Panamanian police force. 
Perfect order was reported by of- 
ficials. 

Commercial ships held at either end 
of the canal by the maneuver were 
expected to get under way tomorrow. 

After a long conference, naval of- 
ficers and Panama Canal authorities 
decided to move seven ships from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic immediately 
after the maneuver is ended. 

The British truiser Exeter will be 
given preference, to be followed by 
the New Zealand steamer Tamaroa, 
the Grace liner Santa Lucia; the 
United Fruit Company San Blas, and 
the freighters Texas Shipper, the Hoke 
San Maru, and the Beacon Hill. 

As soon as these vessels go through, 
15 commercial ships will be started 
toward the Pacific from Cristobef. 

Port authorities expressed hope the 
situation would return to normalcy 
Thursday. Locks were to be op- 
erated throughout tonight. 

Limon bay was active as the war- 
ships took their respective moorings at 


the Atlantic end, some taking aboard 
oil and supplies. 

The same warlike atmosphere as on 
yesterday cloaked the canal today. 

Airplanes zoomed overhead, United 
States army detachments guarded the 
locks and a censorship on all dis- 
patches was continued.

Mrs. Grace Morrison Poole recom 
mended an intelligent study of the 
World Court, because General Fed- 
- eration of Women's Clubs in 
the entrance of the United States into 
the World Court several years ago. 
This indorsement is regarded as oae 
atep toward bringing about the mutual 
benefit and understanding of nations. 
She considers this entrance into the 
World Court the only plan that can 
bring about the growth of the move- 
ment to settle all questions through 
arbitration and conference. 

Mrs. Poole stated that “the greed 
of individual munition manufacturers 
encourages the increase in arma- 
ment.” She quoted Will Rogers as 
saying “If two nations want to fight, 
let them fight, but send nothing into 
the countries, and the fight will be 
of short duration.” 

The president of General Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs addressed sey- 
eral hundred women here for the 
thirty-eighth convention of Georgia 
Federation of Women's Clubs. Mrs. 
Poole is a sane and fair interpreter 
of international affairs, and her 
formula is “learning before leader- 
ship.” She tries to see other peoples 
problems through their eyes. 

“We live in a country that has 
never known defeat,” said the leader 
of the general federation. “We have 
never n robbed of our territory 
nor had our land invaded by a foreign 
enemy. Because of my regard for the 
feeling of the south, I will never sing 
‘Marching Through Georgia.

Margaret Sanger, chairman of the 
birth-control movement for general 
federation, will discuss the question 
before federation leaders. 

“Birth control,” said Mrs. Poole, 
“has been treated in whispers only, 
and in order that the leaders in the 
federation may know its merits and 


short-comings, the subject will be de- 


bated at the council in May.” 
Sanger is president of the National 
Committee on Birth Control, Inc., and 
should birth control be accepted and 
approved for the study program, it 
will become a recommended study to 
state federations. 


Mrs. Gholston’s Report. 


In making her presidential report 
at the Tuesday session, Mrs. J 


Gholston laid particular stress upon J

Georgia Fields 
And Streams 


By H. A. Carter. 


Beaver have entéred this column 
in a number of ways but never be- 


fore have I described the hide of a 
Georgia beaver. A good many of my 
readers protested against the state- 
ment made here some time ago that 
beaver were still fo be found in Geor- 
gia. Now I have the proof. 

This pelt is 44 inches long from 
the nose to the tip of the tail. The 
color is markédly lighter than those 
beaver we used to watch around the 
Michigan straits. It is more nearly 
a golden brown than the deep color 
form. The outer 
pelage, of course, is shiny and not 
especially smooth. The dense under- 
fur greyish brown and than 
half as dense as that of the northern 
form. The back,is;darker than the 
sides, which become almost chestnut 
on the flanks. The forefoot is four- 
toed and not webbed, while the hind 
foot has five toes and is broadly 
webbed. The undersurface of the pel 
is a beautiful golden brown, one of 
the warmest tomes I have ever seen 
on beaver hides.

80 is my big ent, the 
beaver. 

I wish the public in Georgia would 
wake up to the vast treasure house 
of wild life that is’ theirs. In com- 
mon with other portions of the popu- 
lation, however, the Georgia populace 
is likely to. watch the beaver disap- 
pear and wonder at the stories grand- 
pa. tells about them. Castor’ cana- 
densis carolinensis is due to become 
extinct. There is no hope for any- 
thing ‘else unless you and you and 
you take some interest in his pre- 
servation.
